He very frank!y tells 
you that he can use his money to greater 
advantage than by letting it out at seven 
per cent, You offernme. He reminds 
you of the law; but in your necessity, 
what is the law to you’ Nevertheless, 
the statute is a barrier, and the banker, 
if he accommodates you at all, must not 
only get a falr price for the use of his 
money, but must also receive a just equi- 
valent for the risk of the transaction. And 
you—you would be but a sorry knave, 
indeed, if, Wien the inevitable pay-day 
comes, you should plead usury, A law 
that invites a personto possess himself of 
the property of another under talse pre- 
tences is an abomination, and its enforce- 
went is so exceedingly diiticult that wher 
ever itis attempted only iudividuals are 
victimized.

The Hoss Case. 


There is scarcely a mother in ihe city 
who will not read and re-read this morn 
ing the full particulars of the tragedy at 
Bay Ridge, which has singularly revealed 
the perpetrators of a crime that has pua- 
zled the brains of the best detectivos for 
months and months. The child was stolen 
onthe first day of last July; and the busy 
weeks and months had well-nigh driven 
the story of the abduction from the pop” 
ular mind. Many a mother,no doubt,has 
often thought of the litle flaxen-haired 
boy whom the police could not find, but 
the mass of the people had put the case 
away with the unsolved Nathans murder 
and other mysterious crimes. The Day 
Ridge affair has reyived an interest in 
the stolen boy, that wiil hardly flag until 
he is restored to his distracted parents. 

None of the New York papers dis- 
credit the confession of the dying bur- 
glar. The Tribune says tLere is little 
doubt of the fact that the abductors of 
the child have been discovered. The 
World uses the tragedy to read the po- 
lice forces of New YorR and Philadel. 
pbia a merited lesson. It assumes that 
the dead burglars were the abductors oi 
Charley Ross; and they turn out to be 
well known ‘‘river thieves,” that is to 
say, members of the most ignorant class 
of professional criminals. And yet they 
were brought to justice, not by the de 
tectives, Lut by a charge of buck shot 
sent by a private citizen. The Herald 
says the dying confession of Douglas 
is generally accepted astruth. He had 
no motive for lying; he was danger- 
ously wounded, and knew he must dic. 
It believes there is now reason to hope 
that the tragic death of these daring 
men will lead to the restoration of Char- 
ley Ross to his parents. 

If Mosher and Douglas carried off the 
child, it is certain that they had no other 
ill purpose than to command a,ransom— 
that they intended to simply speculate 
on the parents’ feelings. In this view 
of the case there is no reason to believe 
that the boy is dead. The police author- 
ities do not entertain such a theory. The 
child is alive, and now that the detec- 
tives have a good clew he will undoubt- 
edly befound. Wehope the latest tele- 
grams of this morning’s paper will bring 
the glad news that the boy bas been re- 
stored to the afflicted and maligned fam- 
ily. Thestrong sympathy of the public 
doubtless alarmed the abductors so that 
they dare not produce the child fur fear 
of personal consequences; and if Bay 
Ridge has avenged the almost unprece- 
dented crime against the domestic life of 
the nation, every parent will be aptto 
feel grateful for electric burglar alarms 
and the prompt appearance of the acci- 
dental avengers.

Funding of the State Debt.

MONTGOMERY, Wecember 17.—The 
Igeislatnre adjourned to-day until the 
18th of January. The following act has 
been approved by the governor. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the genera] 
assembly of Alabama, that the governor 
of this state be and he is hereby autho 
ized by and with the advice and consen 
of the senate, toe ppoint two ciiizens of 
this state, who shal constitute a buard ot 
commissioners, who shall bold their office 
for the term of two years. from 
the date of their appointment, unless the 
duties hereby contided sha!l be sooner 
performed. Said commissioners, before 
assuming the duties of their said office 
shall each file with the secretary of state 
his oath in writing that he will faithfully 
performihe duties of his ofliee as herein 
declared, according to his best judyment. 
rhe governor of the state shall also be a 
member ex-officio of said board of com. 
Inissioners. 

_ Bection 2. Be it further enacted, That 
it shall be the duty of said commission- 
ers, and they are hereby authorized and 
empowered to take Churge of and liqui- 
date and adjust the subsisting legal jia- 
bilities of the state of Alabama on bonds 
issued and. bonds -cndorsed in the 
stateof Alabama, and the coupons on 
the Same in such manner us the interests 
of the stute may require, and by nego- 
Ualion to provide tur the payment of 
such amount of the said several legal lia- 
bilities as may be arranged for under the 
powers hereby conferred, and the inter 
est that may be agreed to be paid on the 
principal so negotiated, in such a man- 
herand at such time as tu them may 
secm advisable. And for this purpose 
said Cominissivners shall, by advertise- 
ment or otherwise, atus early a day as 
practicable, require the presentation of 
all claims of the churacter afore- 
said to them, with the 
amount claimed, and may inquire 
into the consideration alieged to have 
been paid or given to the state therefor,

On Sunday night at about 9 o’clock 
two rough-looking men stepped into Wi- 
nant’s hotel at Bay Ridge, a little village 
on Long Island, and called for liquor. 
They came ashore from a small black 
sloop, and, after drinking several times, 
left the hotel. The elder was aman 
about 5 feet 6 inches in height, with light 
hair, light side whiskers and moustache. 
This man was known tothe police as Jo- 
seph Douglass. He appeared to be about 
28 years of age, while Mosier seemed to 
be ut least 45. Their appearance attract- 
ed no attention, and alihough while at 
the hotel they conversed in subdued 
tones, there was nothing in their manner 
which aroused suspicion. While drink- 
ing they seemed in the best of humor. 
‘“‘Here’s luck!” said the elder of the two, 
and his companion answered, ‘‘Here’s 
that we may have it.” These were the 
last words that. they uttered atthe ho- 


el. 
Abont a mile frem Fort Hamilton 
stands the modest looking summer resi- 
dence of Judge Van Brunt of the New 
York court of common pleas. The 
house is unoccupied during the winter. 
Adjoining it is the residence of Homes 
Van Brunt, brother of ee and 
the two houses are connected by a bur- 
glaralarm. On Sunday night Mr. Van 
Brunt and his son William were at home. 
At about 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
Mr. Van Brunt was aroused from slum- 
ber by-the sound of the burglar alarm. 
He immediately- called for his son, and 
the young man, upon being informed of 
what had taken place, rushed out of the 
house, armed with a pistol, and ran over 
to the judge’s residence. Upon approach- 
ing the house he saw lights moving 
ubout from room to room. Without 
stopping tu make further investigations, 
he ran back to his father’s house and in- 
formed him that burglars were at work 
in the Judge’s residence. Mr. Van 
Brunt, alihough suffering severely from 
an attack of rheumatism, sprang from 
his bed, dressed hastily, and seized a 
double-barreled shot-gun. In the mean- 
time his son called at the residences of 
two Of his father’s employes, William 
Scott and Herman Frank, and acquaint- 
ed them with the fact that Judge Van 
Brunt’s house was being robbed. In a 
very few minutes Holmes Van Brunt, his 
sop, and the hired men were on their 
way to the judge's house. Tey proceed- 
ed carefully, and upon arriving at the 
mansion stationed themselves where they 
could shoot the burglars the moment 
they left the house. For nearly an hour 
they stood there watching the burglars 
as they moved from room toroom, Fi- 
nally Mr, Van Brunt requested his son 
to go around and open the back door. 
The son obeyed, but the moment he 
opened the dvorthe burglars blew out 
their lights. They knew for the first 
time that they were in danger, Present- 
ly footsteps on the stairs were heard, and 
then two men emerged trom the cellar. 
“Stop and surrender or I'll shoot,” 
shouted Mr. Van Brunt. His answer was 
two pistol shots. ‘Tak'ng quick aim at 
the nearest mav, Mr. Van LJrunt fired. 
The fellow shrieked from pain and ran 
off. His companion was by his side and 
had proceeded only a short distance be- 
fore he received a shet from Mr. Van 
Brunt’s son. The man who received 
the first shot continued his flight through 
the yard until he came within range of 
Herman Frank’s fowling-piece. Ags he 
did so Le was slot in the buck, and fell. 
The other fellow, driven to desperation, 
turned upon the young Van Brunt, pis- 
tol in hand, and, aiming at his heart, 
fired. tle missed his aim. ‘‘Stand or 
Vil «ill you,” shouted the young man, 
but the burglar leveled his pistol again. 
Mr. Van Brunt grasped his gun by the 
stock, and struck the burglar a terrible 
blow uponthe arm. The stock flew off 
and the plucky young fellow drew a re- 
volver and fired twice at the thief, while 
the ruffian Was aiming at his head. The 
man fell with the words ‘I’m through” 
upon his lips. In a few moments he 
was dead. 
His companions fell about 15 yards 
from the house, and was writhing in ago- 
ny when Mr. Van Bruot stepped to his 
side. ‘This was Jo.eph Douglass; his 
dead companion was William Mosier. 
Douglass was in excruciating agony 
when Mr. Van Bruut asked him if he 
had anything to say. From his abdo- 
men the entrails protruded, and his right 
side presented a hideous spectacle. His 
first cry was for liquor. ‘‘For the love 
of God,” he moaned, ‘‘give me a drink 
of whisky, quick, quick, quick.” The 
liquor was brought him, but as soon as 
he touched it with his lips, he pushec{ t 
away and cried for water. He rolled up- 
on the wet ground and placed his hands 
upon his ghastly wounds as if to stop 
the flow of blood which gathered in 
pools aronnd him. He lay there slow] 
dying but clinging to life until the end. 
It was two hours and a half before he 
died. 
Mr. Van Brunt is about 50 years of 
age, noted in his neighborhood for 
strength and courage. Hisson is a mod- 
est young map of 25. The old gentle- 
men told the story of the tragedy as fol- 
lows: 
“I heard the alarm-bell this morning 
about 2 o'clock, and I sent for my sou 
immediately. He took a lantern and ran 
over to the Judge’s house, where he saw 
alight. Soon afterwards he came back 
oonsiderably excited, and said there were 
burglars around. I dressed myself and 
gotagun. ‘Then my son, and a couple 
of the hired men, with myself, went 
over to the Judge's house. We saw a 
light in it, and I told my son togo in. 
He was a little nervous, and thouglt we 
had better wait outside, and we did for 
anhour, I got tired and toek a look in 
the house and saw two men, I went 
back and toid my son we had got to go 
for them, Irequested him to open the 
back door and he did. Then we heard 
the burglars coming down stairs. They 
went down in the cellar and came out 
through the cellar door. As they did, I 
shouted ‘Stand, orl'll Gre.” They fired 
two shots, and then [ shot the man pear- 
est tome, Then I gave it to his com- 
panion, and he yelled, They both got 
uway a little space before they dropped. 
The young man died at about half-past 5 
o’c'O2k.” 
By order of Coroner Jones the bodies 
were removed to the Morgue in Brook- 
lyn, Mosier was found to have been 
shot twice through the back, and Doug- 
lass was shot in the right side, the charge 
making its way into the abdomen and 
inflicting a.feurful wound. The sloop 
owned by the burglars was searched, but 
the authorities state that no papers of in- 
terest were found.

The following dispatch was next sent 
to police headquarters in the city by 
Judge Church: 
‘“Two burglars, Wm. Mosier and Jos. 


Douglass, were killed last night. Do 
you know them? Douglass declared 


when dying that Mosier knew about 
Charlie Ross.” 

Superintendent Walling replied: 
‘‘Douglass told the truth. I have been 
lovking for them ever since the boy was 
stolen. Will send an officer who knows 
them.” 

Soon after this dispatch was received 
Detective Silleck arrived at Bay Ridge. 
He viewed the bodies and stated that he 
r ized them. In conversation with 
the Tribune reporter he said: ‘Mosier 
and Douglass were two river thieves and 
burglars. I’ve been trying to find Mo- 
sier for the last 15 days, because I got a 
clue from his brother that made me be- 
lieve he had something to do with the 
abduction of Charlie Ross, His brother 
John used to work with him, but the two 
had a quarrel about dividing the pro- 
ceeds of a burglary committed at Key- 
pert. They got about $5,000 there, and 
were arrested and locked up in Mon- 
mouth, N. J. They ee from there, 
and did not do any work afterward to- 
gether. After that Bill and Douglass 
struck in together as partners.” 


Irheories of the Officials. 


THE DISCOVERY OF THE CHILD PROBA- 
‘BLE—HIS UNCLE AT POLICE HEAD- 
QUARTERS — ARRIVAL OF 


CAPTAIN HINES. 


The officials at police headquarters in 
this city were informed early in the day 
of the killing of the two burglars, and 
of the revelations of Douglass. Super- 
intendent Walling received a dispatch 
about 94. m., from Justice Church, of 
Bay Ridge, as follows: 

“Two men were killed here this morn- 
ing while attempting a burglary. One 
of them says that you have been looking 
for them for four months, and that the 
other knows where the Ross child is.” 
Thesuperintendent at once telegraphed 
to Bay Ridge for further particulars. 
Detective Silleck, who has been track- 
ing these two men as closely as possible 
on suspicion of their connection with 
the abduction, was sent in all haste to 
Bay Ridge to receive any further revela- 
tion which the injured man might make. 
The superintendent then telegraphed the 
information to Capt. Hines, chief of the 
detective squad of Philadelphia, who re- 
plied by saying that he would be in New 
York by the earliest train, During the 
day an uncle of the missing child, a res- 
ident of this city, called upon the super- 
intendent to learn what prospect there 
was for an early recovery of the child. 
The superintendent said that he thought 
tuat if Douglas did not die too soon he 
would reveal enough to indicate the 
place where the child wasconcealed. A 
few moments afterwards he received 
word that Douglass was dead, and had 
been unable to make any further state- 
ment. The prospect of the immediate 
recovery of the child was consequently 
much more uncertain than it would bave 
been if Douglass had told all he knew. 
There were two possible,and, in fact, prob- 
able contingencies in the case arising 
from this strange tragedy. The two men, 
Mosier and Douglass, uncoubtedly had 
had possession of the child, and had 
either intrusted it to some woman, leav- 
ing her in ignorance of the identity of 
her charge, or else had left the boy with 
some accomplices who were fully ac- 
quainted with the facts of the child’s 
abduction. In both cases it seemed like- 
ly that the child wouid be speedily re- 
turned to his parents. An honest wo- 
map, keeping it for pay at the request of 
these men, would be apt to read in the 
newspapers of the tragic end of her em- 
ployers, and ascertain the boy’s rea 
name, If Mosier had given such a wo- 
man a false name, as was probable, his 
description, being a peculiar one, would 
attract her attention, and she most likely 
would take the lad to the nearest magis- 
trate, with a view to receiving the re- 
ward, if from no more humane motive. 
If, on the other band, an accomplice had 
possession of the child, he would be apt 
to become frightened by the renewed en- 
ergy with which the police would un- 
doubtedly press the search, and might 
restore the child, casting all the blame 
of the abduction on the two dead men.
